Tho bins for the grainshould 
bo made of hard plank, to prevent the 
rats snd mice from oating through them, 
and should have lids, which can bo tus- 
tened down with padlocks. 
T ho following is a description o( a 
largo barn built its tbo town of Han­ 
cock, Berkshire county, Massachusetts, 
by tho ftmdy of Shakers located m that 
p la c e ; 
T he barn is built on ground inclining 
southwardly, in a perfect circle, and is 
ninety foet in diameter ocrosa it side to 
side. 
Tho walls oro of stone, twenty- 
tw o feet in height, of a suitable thick­ 
ness, and laid in liino, and well pointed 
on each sido. 
Round tbo barn, on the 
inner side, arc stables, forming a circle, 
tho matigor within, nnd suitable places 
over it to throw or feed down tho buy ; tho 
stable and manger occupied about 12 
feet, and are eight feel high ; tho stables 
open to and from several different bam 
yards, in order to mako as many and 
such divisions of stock as they thought 
proper. 
T he covering of tho stublus 
forms the barn floor, which also extends 
round the barn. 
T h ere is but ono largo 
door*way for entrance with teams and 
loads; this ia from the northern side, 
from an offset or causeway, eight feet 
above the base and of course fourteen 
feet below the eaves. 
T ho cart or wag. 
gon that entera with a load mako tho 
whole circuit of the floor, and niter un­ 
loading cornea out at tho samo d o o r; 
thus eight or ten teams with their loads 
can occupy tho floor at 0110 time in un­ 
loading, and not hinder each other.— 
W ithin this circle of tho stables and 
barn floor is an orea or bay, as it is usu­ 
ally called, which is filled with hay, dec, 
which must be over sixty feot in diame­ 
ter. 
This is pitched in and on from 0110 
•ido or place most convenient, or where 
wanted. 
T h e roof come* to a point at tho cen­ 
tre, and sheds off the rain all round,some 
thing aimtlar to an umbrella. 
It is sup. 
Rorled from the inner circio of tho barn 
anr 
■» no root tinnrds uro tain lip and 
down, which, by a transcvorso sawing of 
tho log, were all brought to a point, and 
then shingled round in the usual mode. 
A writer for the Now England F ar­ 
mer whoso communication was publish­ 
ed, vol. in. p. 81, describes a barn of or­ 
dinary size, and tho main part of it built 
in the usual shape, but a good deal neat, 
er snd tighter. 
T he bays were upon 
each sido of the floor, and the bottoms 
o f them wero sunk eight feet below. 
T h is gave room for a large quantity of 
hay below the 
floor. 
T he large doors 
were towarJs the south, to admit the sun, 
when necessary, with a small door in one 
of the largo ones to enter at when the 
weather is windy, and made it dangerous 
to open tho largo doors. 
Burns ought 
always to have a small door to uso in the 
winter when you must often bo in utul 
out. 
There wero twelve squares of 
glaa* arranged over tho door, to admit 
the 
light when tho large doors were 
a h u t; besides a small window in each of 
the gable ends, vory noar the ridge, for 
the same purpose. 
Under tho floor was 
a convenient coller in which wore kept 
potatoes, and all kinds of vegmnblcs of 
green fodder in the winter. 
TI10 cellar 
was a warm one, and was lighted with 
two window». 
T his cellar struck me as 
being the most useful apartment in the 
whole establishment and 1 wonder that 
all farmers do not have one. 
There you 
roav keep a* many turnips, cabbages, 
potatoes, dec.,a* you please, and they 
are alwaya handy to foddor out in the 
atable to your c a ttle ; 
and tbo cattle 
scarcely need go out of the elablo in a 
month.
